Wewoka, Ok., April 29—Operations 
in drilling at the Wewoka oil well are 
tem porarily a t a standstill on account 
of the casing cable having broken Sat­ 
urday. It is believed that the ‘‘shoe” 
is bent, and if such is the case, it may 
he necessary to pull all of the SOO or 
more feet of casing. In view of Mhe 
fact that the well has 
been 
caving 
badly, the w ithdraw al of the casing 
would probably occasion the necessity 
of redialling two or three hundred 
feet. It is not believed that drilling 
can be resumed inside of 
ten 
days, 
though, if everything is favorable, it 
may start again within two or three 
days. 
The log of the well still shows up 
fine, indications being that the forma­ 
tions are the same as in the old well. 
If such proves the case 140 feet more 
should bring oil, as the well has been 
d r il ls about 1560 feet, and the loca­ 
tion is probably 75 feet higher than

the old well, where oil was found at 
1626 feet. 
Because of reports th at the well was 
to be shot Sunday, originating in an 
unknown manner, 
there 
were hun­ 
dreds of visitors there. 
Perhaps no well now drilling in the 
state is attracting more attention than 
the Wewoka well. The fact that the 
field has already been proved, to a cer 
tain extent, by the success of the old 
well drilled several years ago, has in­ 
duced the drillers to plan to go as 
far as possible, or until oil is struck. 
There are a number of well known 
oil men in Shawnee at this time. and 
it as said that there is a strong prob­ 
ability of drilling starting in the im­ 
mediate vicinity wthin the next ten 
days. 
There has been considerable spec­ 
ulation as to the meaning of some of 
the oil leases taken in this county, 
under the term s of which they expire 
unless a well is drilled by 
May 
20. 
Other leases recently taken expire un­ 
less a well is drilled inside 
of 
60 
days.

LAW SULL HOLDS 


'Muskogee, Ok., April 29.— Muskogee

Muskogee is •till part of the 
Indian

which arose over the first reports re­ 
ceived as to the decision of the Unit­ 
ed States circuit court of appeals in 
the Evans case have been both shat­ 
tered and dispelled. 
Copies of the syllabus and opinion of 
the circuit court of appeals were re­ 
ceived here today but the purport of 
the decision became known on S atu r­ 
day when word was received here that 
all the railroads and express compa­ 
nies had declined to accept shipments 
of liquor notwithstanding the decision 
handed down at St. JjotLis. 
The opinion which was received here 
today is clear and concise according 
to both ‘District Attorney Gregg and J. 
S. Denton who represented “Evans and 
as they represented oposite sides in 
the litigation and agree as to the ef­ 
fect of the c o u rt’s opinion the laymen 
should be satisfied. It is agreed by the 
attorneys interested thai

court of appeals has only 
held

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 29.—The 
battlefield at C hickam auga has m any 
points of in terest to those survivors 
af both arm ies who fought there, but 
Snodgrass hill, or H orseshoe sum m it, 
is to C hickam auga w hat the 
L ittle 
Round Top is to G ettysburg. It was 
there that the consum ing flames of 
battle rose highest and enough blood 
was shed to m ake “Chickam auga a 
Mecca throughout all ages.” 
The late C harles A. D ana, assistan t 
secretary of w ar in L incoln’s cabinet, 
who was with R osecrans as wav cor­ 
respondent, sent the follow ing m es­ 
sage east after the battle of Chicka­ 
m auga: “Chickam auga is as fatal a 
nam e in our (Federal) history as Bull 
(Run.” 
This m essage w as filed with the 
Telegraph com pany here after the re­ 
pulse of R osecrans at 
Chickam auga, 
probably 
after 
R osecrans 
him self, 
with his staff, had 
reached 
C hatta­ 
nooga in safety from th at bloody field. 
There lives in C hattanooga today a 
big hearted Irishm an w'ho dam e aw ay 
from C hickam auga 
w ith 
R osecran s, 
and if you w ill ask him who got the 
better of th e fight at C hickam auga he 
w’ill tell you w ithout h esitation that 
the Robes did. H e w ill a lso d escrib e 
the pianic that seized the forces under 
R osecran s. and th e speed at 
w hich 
! they fed to C h attan ooga. 
If you su g - 
, g e st th at R osecran s returned to C hat 
tan ooga to d e c id e' upon a new’ lin e 
o f action th is Irishm an w’ill laugh at 
j you. 
But Snodgrass hill, as stated in the 
‘ foregoing, w’as the bloody spot of this 
g reat battle, if in fact any spot was 
bloodier than o th ers. 
The 
conflict 
at this point, as m ost readers are 
aw are. took place Sunday evening. 
G en. John B. Gordon describes the 
fight .for the p o ssessio n of this his­ 
toric hill as fo llo w s:

•Hindman’s C onfederates were discov­ 
ered upon the c re st; 
when 
Gordon, 
G ranger and Steedm an, 
with 
fresh 
•troops, hurried from the Union left 
and joining Van Derveer, hurled H ind­ 
man and his men from this citadel of 
strength and held it until the final 
Union retreat. 
W ith 
bayonets 
aud 
clubbed m uskets the resolute Feder­ 
als pierced and beat back the ch arg ­ 
ing confederates, covering the slopes 
of Snodgrass H ill with Confederate 
dead. R oaring like a cyclone through 
the forest, the battle 
storm 
raged. 
B attery answ ered battery, deepening 
the unearthly din and belching from 
th eir heated th ro ats the consum ing 
iron hail. The woods caught fire from 
the flaming shells and scorched the 
bodies of dead and dying. At the close 
of the day the Union forces had been 
driven from every position of the field 
except Snodgrass -Hill, and as the sun

The 
victory was clearly with the Confed­ 
erates, but the fact th at they did not 
absolutely drive Thom as from Snod­ 
grass) H ill; that he retreated to save 
his arm y; th at he got awray with fair­ 
ly good order—these are the only c ir­ 
cum stances upon which the claim for 
a Union victory

stood firmly in the light of intelligent 
argum ent.
